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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The Applicants' amendment filed on May 10, 2006 is acknowledged. 
Claims 1-49 are deleted. Claims 50-81 are added. Now, Claims 50-81 are pending. 

2. Claim rejection(s) under 35 USC 102 and 103 in the previous Office Action 
(Paper No. 020406) is/are removed. 

None of Nohr (US 5 413 655) and Okamoto (US 4 739 001) teaches or fairly 
suggests the specific block copolymers and/or the titanates, zirconates set forth in 
the present invention. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. code not included in this action 
can be found in prior Office Action(s). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claims 60 and 81 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In Claim 60 (line 2), "lower" causes confusion because it is not clear as to 
which temperature to compare to. 

Claim 81 recites the limitation "The melt extrudable composition" in line 1. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner 
and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by 
the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

7. Claims 50-79 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for the specific styrenic block copolymer 
described in page 3, 1 st paragraph and page 7, 2 nd paragraph, does not reasonably 
provide enablement for any styrenic triblock copolymers, styrenic tetrablock 
coplymers or combinations thereof. (Claims 50 and 64) The specification does 
not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most 
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nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention commensurate in scope with 
these claims. 

8. Claims 50 and 64 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

9. Claims 51-63 and 65-79 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action 
and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 80-81 are allowed.

The present claims are allowable for at least the following reason(s) over the 
closest references: Nohr and Okamoto. 

None of Nohr (US 5 413 655) and Okamoto (US 4 739 001) teaches or fairly 
suggests the titanates, zirconates set forth in the present invention.
